Hereas in purſuance of the many good Lawes and Statutes here-

ing Our foꝛmer Pꝛotlamation, and the Oꝛders ſince made to that pur⸗ 

poſe , and all the care and ſtrict courſes which haue been taken by the 

Lo2ds of Our Pꝛiuie Councel by Our ſpeciall Command, to pꝛeuent

r RPG divers perſons foꝛtheir owne pꝛinate lutre and gaine, haue, and doe 

pꝛelume to Expoꝛt the lane: Wherefoze Mee haue thought fit once moze, by, and with the adnice 

of the Loꝛds and others of Our Pꝛiuie Councell, to publiſh and declare Our Royall Weill, Plea⸗ 
lure, and Command herein. 

And Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge, pꝛohibite and command, That no perſon oz perſons 
whatſocuer, ſhall, oꝛ doe from hentefozth attempt, pꝛeſume, oꝛ goe about to Tranſpoꝛt, Expoꝛt, 
02 {end away any Coꝛne oꝛ Gꝛaine whatloeuer, out of this Dur Realme ok England, oꝛz Dommion 
of Wales, oꝛ from any the Pozts, Bauens, o2 Creekes ofthe ſame, into any the parts beyond the 
Seas, vntill Our Royall pleaſure be further declared to the contrary,although the pꝛites offuch 
Coꝛne 02 Gꝛaine ſhall fall out to be vnder the rate limited by the Statute fo2 Tranſpoztation of 
Coꝛne and Gꝛaiue in that behalfe, any foꝛmer Litente, oꝛ other Command whatſoeuer to the con- 
trary in any Wiſe notwithſtanding, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture of allſuch Cone and Gzaine lo to bee 
ſhipped to be expoꝛted oꝛ tranſpoꝛted contraryto Our Royall commandement herein expzcſlcd, 
and alſo vpon ſuch further Paines, Penalties,Puniſhments,and Impꝛilonments, as by any the 
Lawes and Statutes of this Our Realie ,o2 by Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall can oꝛ may be inflic- 
ted vpon the offenders in thts behalfe. 

And foꝛ the better execution of Our will and plealure herein, Wee doe hereby ſtraitlp charge, 
will, require and command, all and ſingular Our Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Collectozs, Dear- 
chers, waiters. and all other the Officers # miniſters of all and every Our Cuſtom-houſes and 
Poꝛts ofthis Dur Kingdome, that they and euery of them, doe not, vpon paine of Our high in- 
dignation and diſpleaſure, + loſſe ofthetr plates and Offices, pernut oꝛ ſuffer any Coꝛne oꝛ Gꝛame 
to be ſhipped to be expoꝛted oꝛ ti anſpoꝛted as afoꝛeſayd, but ſhal and will fozthwith ſetze the lame 
as foꝛfeited to Us. 

And foz the better encouragement of all ſuch as ſhall take care and paines to make luch d:\co- 
nertes, Dur will and pleaſure is that euery ſuch perſon that ſhall be the firſt diſcoucrer of ſuch of- 
fender, ſhall be rewarded with the moitie, oꝛ one halte of ſuch Cozne.o2 ſummes of money as ſhall 
tome bnto Us by vertue of any foꝛfeiture incurred vpon this Our Pꝛoclamation. And Wee doe 
further hereby will andcommand, All Matoꝛs, Sherifkes, Juſtices of Peace,and other Officers 
and miniſters within this Dur Realme of England, and all other perſon and perſons, of what de- 
gree, quality oꝛ place ſoeuer, to whom it ſhall appertaine, to take notice of this Pur Royal Com⸗ 
mand and to ſee the ſame duely obſerucd, as they tender Our plealure, and will auoid Our heaup 


indignation and diſpleaſure foꝛ the contrary, |
